COMMITTEE MEETING 


The ninth meeting of the Committee of Consultants for the 
Study of the Indexes to Medical Literature published by the Army 
Medical Library will be held at the Welch Medical Library, Balti- 
more, on 19 October 1950. The agenda includes a Report on the 
Current List, by Major Rogers, a discussion on machine methods 
in bibliography by Dr. J. W. Perry, of the Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology, and reports from Dr. Sanford V. Larkey and his 
staff on the activities of the Research Project on Medical Indexing. 


EXHIBITS 


A Catalogue of Incunabula and Manuscripts in the Army Medi- 
cal Library, compiled by Dr. Dorothy M. Schullian and Mr. Francis 
E, Sommer, will be the subject of the exhibit for October. An illus- 
trated 15th century Persian manuscript and a copy of De Urinis by 
Gilles de Corbeil, printed in 1483, will be on display as examples 
of the rare works that are included in the Catalogue. Earlier check- 
lists of incunabula and manscripts in the Army Medical Library, 
comments on the need for a catalog, and page proofs and galleys will 
illustrate the steps leading to the final publication of this volume. 





Currently on display are the jackets of books recently received 
in the Library. 





CURRENT LIST 


Now that three issues of the new Current List of Medical 
Literature have appeared, the monthly coverage goal of 8,000 articles 
appears to be in sight. The September issue covered 6,732 articles 
and the October issue will cover about 7,000. 





The printing contract for the Current List officially has been let, 
and arrangements have been made with the firm, the Philadelphia 
Colortype Company, to bring the publication date to the middle of the 
month, It is expected that this will be realized with the next issue, 


CLEVELAND NOTE 


Dr. Dorothy M. Schullian, of the History of Medicine Division, 
is coauthor of an article entitled Observations on Fused Kidneys with 
Horseshoe Configuration: The Contribution of Leonardo Botallo 
(1564), Written in collaboration with Dr. John A, Benjamin, of the 
Department of Surgery, University of Rochester School of Medicine 
and Dentistry, the article appears in the Journal of the History of 
Medicine and Allied Sciences, Summer 1950. 











Leonardo Botallo, “‘probably the first to describe, illustrate in 
detail, and legendize this interesting malformation,” i.e., fused kid- 
neys with horseshoe configuration, tells about it in his book De 
catarrho commentarius .,. Addita est in fine Monstrorum renum 
figura, nuper in cadavere repertorum. (Paris, 1564). 








The article includes a translation of the most interesting part 
of the text and reproduces plates from the Army Medical Library’s 
copy of the book. 


ADDITIONS TO COLLECTION 


During the fiscal year ended 30 June 1950, the Library acquired 
a total of 13,958 books and 75,074 serial pieces. Of the books acquired, 
10,614 were purchased and 3,344 came by gift, exchange, and transfer 
from other Governmental agencies. Of the serials, 25,962 pieces 
were purchased, while 49,112 were gifts, exchanges, and transfers.
